tect American laborers reported favorably In 
tbe senate by tbe committee on education and 
labor by Senator George provides that tbi 
Importation or immigration from any foreign 
country Into any place within the jurlsdlc 
lion of Uie United States of any alien, under 
auy agreement, expressed or Implied, that 
such alien shall labor for, or iu auy wise 
serve in said jurisdiction any person or cor- 
poration shall hereafter be prohibited, that 
every such agreement shall be considered 
null and void, aud thai any advance of the 
cost of transportation or any part thereof, or 
"tiucineutto pay, or secure such transport! 
tloii of auy alien to any place within tbe 
Jurisdiction ot the United States made by any 
person engaged in mining, manufacturing, 
building or transportation, or by auy corpora- 
tion whatever, shall hereafter bo prohibited 
It provides a penalty of S'lOO foi each and 
every violation of these provisions, and that 
it shall be a misdemeanor punishable by fine 
of $100 and disqualification from holding 
office under tbe United States for any person 
while In the oflicUl service of tho United 
States to violate any provisions of the act, or 
knowingly aid and encourage such violation. 
It provides that It shall be a misdemeanor for 
the master or other officer ot an American ves
